SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: AUGUST, 1964 


Rainfall: Except for isolated areas, the average rainfall for the eastern half of the State was below normal during August. Less 
than 60 per cent. of normal was recorded on the coastal areas from St. Helens to Swansea and inland to Lewis Hil}. 


Better totals were registered in the western half of the State and these ranged to 80 per cent. above average in the Western 
Highlands. The agricultural areas of the North-west Coast ranged from about normal to 60 per cent. above (in the far North-west). 


Temperatures: Mean minima were above normal at all centres. Mean maxima showed greater variety and below normal 
readings were recorded in the greater part of the inland areas of the South, Central Plateau, West-Coast, North-west Coast excluding 
Burnie, and at Scottsdale and Swansea. Most of the eastern half of the State and the coastal areas, including King and Flinders 
Island were a little above normal. 


The coldest period during the month was from 9th to 11th when both maxima and minima averaged near five degrees below nor- 
‘ CERE 24 S 
mal in all divisions. 


Rural Conditions: Continued wet weather, particularly in the Northern half of the State, produced some waterlogged pastures 
and inhibited growth. Although the abundant water supply assured good spring growth, a spell of fine warm weather was needed 
to allow soil to dry out. 


An excellent lambing season was reported and ewes generally were in good condition. Lamb losses in most areas were the lowest 
for the last three years.
